THE FARMERS BANK 
OF CHINA 


Government Interested in 
New Scheme 


A series of regulations governing 
the organization of the "Farmers 
Bank of China” was adopted by the 
Legislative Yuan on May 24. Accord. 
ing to these eegulations, the bank 
to be established for the purpose of 
providing Chinese farmers with 
eapital for the recovery of rural 
economics and improvement in 
agricultural production, The Banik 
will have a total capital of $10,000,000, 
Jdivided into 100,000 shares of $100 
‘each.

Yet there sre 
grounds for the conviction that 
the arguments for closer contact 
with the actual capital of China 
will develop in strength. The 
British Government has intimated 
that it is enlarging its premises at 
Nanking with the object of ensur- 
ing there a more extended sojourn 
for its chief representative. The 
eregrinations of the Ministers of 
certain countries have already 
tended to reduce the significance 
of the Legations at what was 
Jonce known as Peking.

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A REALLY OLD HAND

‘The Royal Colonial Institute was 
founded in 1868 From it grew the 
Royal Empire Society incorporated 
in 1882. Empire Day came later to 
‘commemorate what in the Victorian 
xa, had been known as Queen's 
Birthday. ‘The Union Insurance 
[Society of Canton Ltd. which cele- 
brates to-day the centenary of its| 
birth at Canton, on May 24, 1835] 
was, therefore, a pioneer in Empire 
trade before the notion of Empire 
received Hs present significance in| 
the minds of the British peoples 
For, when the East India Com- 
bany’s monopoly of the China trade| 
was abolished by the Act of 1833, 
which, incidentally sowed the seeds 
of the policy, now being given the 
latest interpretation in the India 
Bill before the House of Commons, 
the needs of British merchants 
trading in the Far East demanded 
the support of an organization to| 
carry therisks attendant on their en- 
terprises. Thus the Union Insurance 
Society came into existence as ‘the 
pivot “on which the commercial] 
fortunes of British traders largely 
tured. It was formed by a group 
of merchants whose _prescience| 
received immediate reward. The 
initial paid-up capital was in a 
hundyed shares of $500 each. In| 
1868 the capital was £1,250,000) 
divided into 250 shares of $5,000 

‘each with $1,000 per share paid 
Every third year in those im- 
brovident days the profits were 
divided and scanning old reports 
we read of a first, second and even 
4@ third dividend of $500 per share. 
Transferring its head office to 
Hongkong, in 1841, when that Is- 
Jand came under British rule, the 
Society continued to flourish. It 
‘successfully weathered the econo- 
mic crisis of 1864, which brought 
to grief the famous firm of Dent| 
und Co. with whose fortunes it had 
been closely associated, and, as 
already noted it was in a most 
satisfactory position four years 
after that upheaval. Of its labours

May 24 1835 was to the Union 
Insurance Society of Canton  of| 
‘that tims only remarkable for the| 
fact that it was the birthday of the|

The Duchess of Kent| 
sixteen years carlier had given| 
birth to a Princess at Kensington 
Palace. ‘The course of events| 
between 1819 and 1835 made that 
Princess the future Queen, but 
although when the Union Insurance| 
Society of Canton staried its 
career on her birthday, her long! 
eign was only two years from its 
‘commencement it is more than| 
probable that no special  signi-| 
ficance was attached to what is now 
regarded clearly as a happy choice| 
‘of an inaugural day. Edward 
Duke of Kenta martinet as a 
soldier—had married the sister of 
King Leopold of the Belgians in| 
W818. Tn 1820 he died when his 
only daughter was not a year 
old. ‘The same year saw the death 
of his royal father, King George] 
II, King George IV died in 1830 
and King William IV, his brother, 
had no direct heir.” So on the 
widowed Duchess of Kent, who| 
had perfected herself in the Eng- 
ish anguage only a few weeks 
oefore her daughter's birth, and on| 
her young Princess the hopes of 
England rested. It must be con-| 
fessed that they did not take ex- 
ansive expression. Indeed the 
Princess’ illness in that year 
aroused more anxiety than hope. 
Out here in the Far East, British 
merchants, endeavouring to find a| 
footing, were more conerned with 
developing their commercial re- 
ations thin with pondering over 
the future of the Empire, still a 
‘vague inspiration. 

The Union Insurance Society ot! 
Canton is the doyen of Old China 
Hands. It helped to blaze the trail 
for the western trader in China, 
It founded its business on sound 
Vines governed by the traditions of 
the City of London. Thus steadily’ 
it led the way and as the years 
brought changes by every ‘con- 
ceivable advancement in science, 
Invention and economics, {t adapted| 
Utself readily to them. Character- 
istically it was the first company 
to open a special office for aviation 
insurance. It insured the first 
British commercial air machines $0 
Jong ago as 1919 and it was the 
first company to negotiate an 

ation reinsurance treaty in 1921. 
Us pioneer work in aviation has 
secured for it an interest in and seat 
on the board of the British Aviation 
Insurance Group Ltd., which 
now conducts aviation insurance 
under British auspices. Moreover, 
it has been able to illustrate 
the importance of the Far East from 
its modest beginnings in Canton 
to spread its activities, so far afield 
as New Zealand, South Africa, the 
American Continent, as well as 
India and Japan. In paying a tri- 
bute to its hundred years of 
service in China, there is consider- 
able satisfaction, especially in these 
days of difficulty and doubt, to rec- 
ognize successful achievement based. 
fon sound principles of business 
conduct combined with a keen| 
sense of enterprise. The Society 
hhas not been afraid to lead. It! 
started its honourable career in the 
spirit of self-help. So, as a Really 
‘Old China Hand to-day, it is still 
fable to set a splendid example to 
its younger contemporaries and to| 
Provide fertile inspiration for the 
future guidance of British com- 
merce here and elsewhere. 











A CASUALTY 
May 2. 

‘The failure of the American 
Oriental Banking Corporation and 
its associate undertakings, the 
American Oriental Finance’ Cor- 
oration and the Raven Trust, is 
‘a sad blow. ‘The tragedy of such 
‘an event lies primarily in the loss 
jof confidence which it entails. 
Small investors and depositors 
Teceive a rude shock. To them it 
may mean a catastrophic upheaval 
in their personal affairs, beyond 
‘comparison with the significance of 
the actual sums involved. On that 
ground alone, strong support will 
be given .to the plea for a prompt 
‘effort to pay an early instalment of, 
interim dividend, so that hardship 
may be mitigated. On the liqui- 
dators a heavy responsibility rests. 
‘Their main object will be, of course, 
to ensure that the Bank's. assets, 


[claims, are so handled that that con- 
dition may be fulfilled. They will 
have to combine patience with 
discriminating firmness, They 
deserve the full sympathy and for- 
bearonce of the public in their dif 
cult task. Obviously the Bank's 
[closure represents a casually in the 
prevailing depression. In normal 
[conditions there would have been 
‘Ro reason to expect such a disaster. 
‘The various institutions concerned 
fare said to have an abundance of 
assets but, in the frozen state of 
the market, that fortunate circum- 
stance was no practical protection. 
fagainst the severe demands im- 
Posed upon them by the local 
stringency and the drain of the 
silver-purchasing operations on the 
other side of the Pacifie. The 
Directors are credited with a desire 
to take all possible measures in 
relief. 


Shanghai has a traditionally 
steady head. It is not without ex- 
[perience of financial ups and downs. 
Its history shows that temporary 
setbacks have usually implied a 
recoil in order better to press 
forward. Moreover, Shanghai's 
future can be confidently contem- 
plated in terms of lively expecta 
ion. | Just now stagnation has 
overtaken it, for a variety of 
Feasons which are well ap= 
preciated. Apart from the silver 
aimculty, Shanghai is suffering 
from the’ consequences of excessive 
dependence on the ability of land 
values to maintain what must be 
regarded as undue buoyancy, Land- 
locked is the present condition of 
much of Shanghai's credit. ‘That 
probably is the main cause of last 
week's unpleasant announcement. 
Perhaps the illustration thus. pre- 
jsented in concrete form may prove 
2 blessing in disguise and stimulate 
that very necessary readjustment 
Jof peliey which shrewd observers 
have long ago held to be desirable. 
In other words adversity may: 
jassist in clearing the air and so 
jenable Shanghai to remodel its 
Jeconomic fabric on stabler bases, 
There should be no hasty deductions 
leading to gloomy forebodings. A 
symptom does not inevitably imply 
the existence of a malady on a 
large scale. It points to the 
nature of the malady and it helps 
the judgment charged with the duty 
of preventing the spread of the 
disorder, so that the patient may 
‘be restored to health at the earliest 
possible moment. ‘The general con= 
stitutional condition of Shanghai is 
sound. ‘There is little that is 
organically wrong with its leading 
financial and commercial institu 
tions. Otherwise they would 
not have faced the present un- 
brecedented depression with such 
ood heart as has been displayed 
‘during the last nine months, 

Much will depend on. the ability 
ot the general public to keep its 
head. And, fortunately, there is no, 
real reason’ to doubt that this con- 
dition will be fulfilled, In dealing 
with the situation the Government 
and the Banks have been working 
in admirable accord. Other bodies 
Jconcerned with preserving ahealthy 
Jequilibrium have not been afraid to 
take appropriate action in order to 
protect the public against the 
angers of a loss of confidence. Tt 
{s fitting therefore that the public, 
fn its turn, should sedulously rofuse 
to listen to the timid voice of the 
faint-hearted or to the insidious 
Pessimism of the rumour-monger. 
‘The point to bear in mind is that, 
in a time of depression, even the 
soundest institution has’ the right 
to ask that it should not be ham- 
lpered by craven _importunity, 
Above all, Shanghai must not 
forget that’ it is an international 
city. “This difficulty should be met 
in an international spirit. Nation- 
alities are of no account. The de- 
ression knows nothing of flags or 
other symbols of nationalism, 
What may happen to the Utopian, 
/Shanghailander to-day may quite 
jeasily overcome the — Laputan 
‘Shanghailander to-morrow. There 
is no special virtue either in 
Utopian or in Laputan here. This 
elty depends on its Shanghailanders 
and on their all pulling together 
for the sake of Shanghai. A cheer- 
}ful determination to see» this 
Jawkward period “through will give 
the awkwardness the shortest pos- 
sible shrift. Nerves may get on 
jedge: kindly tolerance should 
Jencourage them co recover. But

CO-OPERATION 
May 25. 

By this time Mr. C. F. Strick- 
land's views on the possibilities of 
co-operative societies in China must 
‘be well known to a large number 
[of important authorities, within the 
Government and without. His 
visit to China under the auspices 
jot the Universities China Com- 
mitfee is now coming to an end. 
With the approval of the Chinese 
Government he has been touring 
‘the country and has had exceptional 
facilities for studying the progress 
of the co-operative movement to 
which, as he has remarked, Chinese 
commercial banking institutions 
have been giving such admirable 
support. From him the various 
authorities interested are able 10 
oblain a valuable, detached assess 
ment of the situation and of the 
lines on which China's needs can 
best be served for the develop- 
ment of co-operative activities. Of 
the value of the movement there is 
no doubt. The mere factthat sbout 
15,000 societies’ are already in ex- 
istence and that their numbers are 
being rapidly incteased is signif- 
cant, In March last a national con- 
ference was held to discuss the 
direction of policy and considerable 
enthusiasm was displayed, in the 
firm convieticn that the paramount 
task before the country was the 
improvement of the economic con- 
dition of its major industry—agri- 
culture, It is time, therefore, to 
consider the views of an eminent 
expert on this important problem, 
Mr. Strickland has been careful to 
insist that his appreciation of the 
requirements of co-operative socie- 
tics in China is not influenced by 
any desire to suggest a blind imita- 
tion of efforts made in other coun- 
tries, He holds that China should 
profit by experience gained by 
those countries and select from 
their different systems according to 
her needs, Moreover, he has pointed. 
out that China is in the fortunate 
Position of being able to take special 
advantage of qualities possessed by 
‘her farmers in exceptional measure, 
such as supreme aptitude for 
cultivation, thrift, personal in 
‘tesrity and corporate unity. 

It is fitting to emphasize these 
outstanding merits of the Chinese 
farmer for it strengthens the Gov- 
emment’s declared policy of giving 
him a squarer deal than he has 
hitherto been able to secure. Mr. 
Strickland has given a geners 
blessing to the co-operative move= 
ment but he is careful to qualify 
the benediction with a word or two. 
of friendly caution—not dogmatica 
ly or captiously inspired, but based 
on his observations of Chinese con- 
ditions in the light of his own ex- 
perience. For example, the Gov- 
ernment may be relieved to find 
that he docs not suggest elaborate 
Government organization of socie- 
ties or even official personnel, ex- 
cept in a limited degree. The es- 
sence of the movement lies in its 
dependence on the voluntary ex. 
pression of the spirit of self-help, 
‘as exemplified in the association of 
groups of farmers among  them- 
selves to obtain corporately those 
services or material which thi 
cannot individually afford or ac~ 
quire. Importance is attached to 
the simplicity of the society. It 
should have a single aim and not 
be overloaded by several objectives 
which would inevitably entail a 
Joss of control by the farmers 
themselves who, usually illiterate, 
would have to rely on the services. 
of literate officials, not necessarily 
well-nequainted with the real needs 
of the movement. By building 
thus from below on the basis 
of simple societies and by employ~ 
ing official or other machinery to 
develop co-ordination, the co- 
operative movement can be best 
served in China. 

‘Mr, Strickland was clearly im- 
pressed by the enthusiasm of those 
already engaged in this movement. 
‘Yet it is also abundantly evident 
that there is a crying need for 
trained staff without which the 
admirable work attempted may 
ultimately fall into discredit. It is 
indeed astonishing to learn that not 
one of the societies in China has 
‘been subjected to audit, The or 
anization of an audit system is 
thus imperatively needed, for al- 
though the integrity of the mem- 
bers is of a high order, thanks (0 
the traditions of the Chinese village 
‘community, the stimulus of a reg- 
lar audit is essential to the suc- 



































cessful continuance of a society's 
activities. ‘The support given to 
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the societies by banks, which them-| 
selves know the virtues of audit, 
will no doubt encourage serious 
consideration of this important 
point. The banks, in financing 
societies, are alive, it may be 
sssumed, to the limitations which. 
should be imposed on that opera 
tion, ‘They are taken to realize the 
cardinal importance of allowing the 
spirit of self-help to express itself 
tn control of the societies by the 
farmers. Control by banking in- 
stitutions—and indeed by govern- 








ment itself—is to be sedulously 
avoided, as it would inevitably 
overload the organization and, 


indeed, undermine the basic prin- 
elple of co-operative effort. Atten- 
tion is drawn to these aspects of 
the problem, not to disparage the 
achievements already recorded or 
the programmes proposed.‘ The| 
object {s to safeguard both achieve- 
‘ments and programmes from the 
inevitable disappointment which 
might accrue from misdirected 
energy or uncontrolled enthusiasm. 
Governments and nations, all the 
‘world over, are traditionally reluct~ 
ant to follow counsels of perfection. 
The most successful of them, how- 
ever, manage somehow to indulge 
‘the ‘very human propensity for| 
plegonholing wisdom and yet to 
extract sufficient inspiration from 
the pigeon-hole to avert actual 
Alsaster, If some compromise of 
this kind can be effected by the 
co-operative soeleties in China and 
‘those who are concerned in their 
development, solid progress may 
be expected. The compromise 
would surely ‘not be too cumbrous 
it It took into account and acted 
upon the recommendations made 
regarding the training of staff, the 
‘audit of societies’ books, the limit 
Ing of an individual sociely to a 
single aim, the gradual organiza- 
tion from below and, above all, the 
full encouragement’ of the “‘un- 
fettered spirit of voluntary self- 
help. 

















MR. A. W. BURKILL 
May 28. 


Mr, A. W, Burkill leaves Shang~ 
hal to-day for England by way of 
Siberia, It is an adventure which| 
has often happened to him in 
the course of his long career in 
China. Yet this journey is dif- 
ferent, as the _ advertisements 
aay, In the last few -weeks, Mr. 
Burkill has been undergoing the 
process of receiving farewell tri- 
butes. ‘That is not an unusual 
experience in this hospitable place 
which Is apt to seize on even less 
notable personal movements for 
the sake of staging a discreet com- 
bination of conviviality and oratory. 
But Mr, Burkill’s present depar- 
ture constitutes a definite sever- 
ance of ties of several decades’ 
standing. He will, it is hoped, find 
‘occasion, sooner o later, to revisit 
‘his old haunts, but he ‘will come 
‘a8 a distinguished visitor and not 
‘as a Shanghailander on the active 
list, So the farewell tribute is due. 
It is more: it is deserved. Fortun- 
ately there is no need to burden 
Mr, Burkill’s modesty with the| 
recapitulation of his achievements 
and labours in Shanghai and for 
Shanghai, with which his fomily 
has an ‘association going back, 
through his father and grandfather 
to 1857, His services to the Shang- 
hal Munteipal Council, as a Mem- 
ber for a short period, for much 
Tonger as a kindly Peshwa at the 
‘Annual Meetings of Ratepayers, as 
‘an independent scrutator of public 
utility enterprises and as Chair- 
man of the Recreation Ground 
‘Trust, are well known and have 
been ‘highly appreciated. As for 
his support and assiduous uidance 
of Shanghai's great sporting in- 
stitutions such as the Race Club, 
the Rugby Union Football Club. 
the Paper Hunt Club—are they 
not written large in the faithful 
chronicles of this city? 

So much of Shanghai has centred 
round the activities in which Mr. 
Burkill has taken the leading part 
—whether they be concerned with 
business, public administration, 
sport or charity—that his depar- 
ture must leave a gap in the very 
fullest sense of the term. He may 
have’ gathered, from the various 
functions lately held in his honour, 
something of the esteem and affec- 
tion which he has inspired here. 
His leadership has been com~ 
pounded of the right mixture of| 
persuasion and command. And he 





ships—long 
Joffices acquired mediaeval signi- 
Jfcance. Politically Mr. Burkill has 
‘been strongly entrenched in con- 
jservatism but conservatism of the 
reasonable type. He has adhered 
to Principles “of good, citizenship 
and applied them with single 
minded directness to his dealings

go to form the community of 
Shanghai. As the times have 
ichanged, he has managed to move 
Jwith them, not too stiffly to be 
fridiculous and not too exuberantly 
ito create doubt of the sincerity of 
fnis conviction.

{Hitler's revolutionary guidance, has 
thrown Germany back into the

In the creation of a dual citizen- 
Jship. It is not appropriate to dis 
sociate those unfortunate tendencies| 
from the severe national crisis 
[through which the German Leader 
Jhas sought to guide his countrymen. 
Desperate cases have needed des- 
erate remedies and although 
there can be no approval of some 
of the remedies applied by Herr 
Hitler, that does not really affect

SCIENCE AND MINING 


‘The great changes in technique 
which have taken place in the basic 
industry of coal-mining were recent- 
ly revealed in the House of Commons. 
‘Mr, Brown, the Secretary to the Mines 
Department, stated that the amount 
‘of coal cut by machinery had risen 
from 24,400,000 tons in 1913 to 108,- 
700,000 tons in 1934—respectively eight 
per cent. and forty-seven per cent. 
of the annual output, Moreover, the 
1934 “Agures showed’ an Increase of 
five per cent, over those of 1933, This 
rapid expansion of the practice of 
mining by machinery goes tar to ex- 
plain the great increase, in spite of 
the shortening of the working day 
since 1913, in the average output of 
a miner, to which Mr. Brown also drew 
the attention of the members of the 
House, ‘The use of “machines has 
Towered the economic price of coal, 
‘but unfortunately at the same time 
there has been a decline in the 
‘numbers of men employed in the in« 
dustry. Meanwhile, the economic 
condition of the industry has been 
improved by the regulation of output, 
which has existed for the past five 
years. In spite of the increase in 
coal-using plant, the consumption of 
coal for industrial purposes has 
decreased, and all the great coal-using 
industries’ have contributed towards 
‘sis economy in fuel, The revival of 
coal-mining cannot be promoted by 
progress in technical efficiency; what 
‘re required are mainly new markets 
fand new uses to which coal can be 
put, ‘These objectives are not easily. 
achieved, Tt bas long been recomnizet 
that another way to improvement, in 
‘the coal industry lies in the expansion 
‘of the use of provessed coal or coal 
derivatives, Accordingly, the Govern- 
ment have actively encouraged the 
rection of hydrogenation plants, one 
‘of which is expected shortly to come 
{nto full production. This process 
has been “approved ag being of ds- 
sistance to the mining industry, and 
it undoubtedly deserves the enourage- 
ment that it har received.

BRITAIN’S FLOWERS 


‘The progress made by the British 
flower industry in recent years was 
demonstrated at Covent Garden a. 
short time ago, when the British 
Flower Marketing Association or- 
‘ganized an inspection of the flowers 
there. It is four hundred » years 
since a few straggling market, 
gardeners received the hospitalit of 
the convent which permitted thei t0 
stand and sell thelr produce in the 
“Convent Garden", and from" this 
time the industry "has gradually in- 
creased until it has reached its pres 
ent dimensions. More than 100,000 
people are now employed in the in- 
dustry. “and about £15,000,000 
spent annually by the public on floral 
decorations, During the past few 
years the quantity of flowers which 
hhas passed through Covent Garden 
flower market has doubled, In mid- 
‘summer 250,000 roses are sold. there 
each day, and in the course of a year 
‘more than 2,000,000 dozen carnations 
are sold. An official of the Flower 
Marketing Association emphasized the 
fact that the imposition of tariffs on 
imported cut flowers had encouraged 
British growers to expand their 
nurseries in all directions, with the 
result that more flowers were avall- 
able to-day than ever before. So 
‘enterprising were British growers that 
roses and carnations were now ob- 
tainable all the year round, and one 
grower alone sent 1,000,000 dozen rose 
blooms to the market each year, The 
main sources of supplies in Great 
Britian are Lincolnshire, with 5,000 





IRRITATING 


While strenuous efforts, unfortun- 
‘ately at present unsuccessful, are be- 
ing made to adjust the Italo-Abys- 
sinlan dispute, it is regrettable that 
the latter state should have again 
addressed the League of ‘Nations on| 
the matter.

STORY OF ROBBERY 
OF MRS. LAWRENCE 


An Early Morning Raid on 
Houseboat Train 


Hankow, May 21. 

In a letter to the China inland Mis- 
sion, Mrs, Lawrence, mother of the 
late’ "Lawrence of Arabia,” tells of 
her adventure with armed robbers. 
Mrs. Lawrence and her son, Dr. M. 
R. Lawrence, of the Church Mission. 
‘ary ‘Society, and two other mission 
aries, Mr. Robert and Mr. Pocklington, 
were occupants of one of three house- 
boats proceeding from Chengtu to 
Chungking, 

Mrs. Lawrence describes how, early 
‘on Good Friday morning, she heard 
Mr, Robert shouting:—~"Get up! We 
are in the hands of armed robbers!” 
She hurriedly dressed. Ono of the 
robbers then entered her compart- 
ment, which was curtained off by oll- 
sheots, The man ordered her fo open 
her bag, at the same time searching 
her other belongings. 

"While he was doing this,” says 
‘Mrs, Lawrence, "I managed to slip 
my gold wateh into my pocket un- 
noticed.” 

‘The second of the house-boats also 
was boarded by robbers, but the third 
boat, with a party of ladies aboard, 
‘escaped the ordeal, as it was #0 far 
behind its companions. Only two 
robbers boarded the boat occupied by 
‘Mrs, Lawrence and her son, while 20 
‘others’stood on the bank of the river, 

Mother's ‘Tribute 
May 23. 

“My gon was always selt-sacrificing, 
I feel sure that he met his death in 
order to avoid hurting another. From 
childhood he was good, upright and 
honourable. 

‘These words, uttered by a grey- 
haired, bespectacled woman in a 
conversation here, constitute the final 
epitaph for Col. ‘TE. Lawrence, 
better | known as “Lawrence of 
Arabia" and “Airerafjsman Shaw.” 

‘The woman was Lawrence's mother, 
who hag just arrived in Hankow 
from the interior on her way to 
England, and she was referring to 
‘the fact that Lawrence crashed on 
his motorcycle while trying to avoid 
running down a cyclist 

‘She spoke lovingly of her famous 
on and, commenting on his rise to 
fame, said: "He was clevaied by 
God ‘for a great purpose, which T 
think he accomplished. His greatest 
friend, Mr. D. G. Hogarth, told me 
that Tre had come out of the Great 
‘War with clean hands, He always 
despised people who made money 
out of war.” 

Mrs. Lawrence appeared to be 
greatly fatigued after her trying trip 
from ‘Chengtu. “Both my eldest, 
son and I have been il,” she said. 

‘The son, Dr. M. R. Lawrence, who 
fg attached to the Church Missionary 
Society, was contined to his cabin 
during ‘the Iater part of the journey 
‘from Chungking “on account of an 
attack of dysentery. 

Mrs. Lawrence listened with deep 
interest to the story of her son's 
simple. funeral. 

She stated that she was proceeding 
to England. as quickly as possible, 
travelling as fer as Shanghai by the 
ss.

How “Steam Bones” Men 
Determine Suicide 


‘An ancient Chinese method of 
autopsy, known only toa closed 
group of practitioners whose know- 
ledge is handed down by word of 
‘mouth from generation to generation, 
has resulted in the release of the 
two sons of Mr. Chia Teh-shun, who 
died 18 months ago. On the basis 
of the findings by this method, 
Known as “steam bones,” the two 
sons have been freed of the suspicion 
of having murdered their father, 
states a United Press report from 





Pelping. 
‘The police became suspicious 
‘about a month ago that, the sons had 





murdered their parent, so the body 
‘was exhumed from the grave and 
two “steam bones” experts attached 
to the Examination Department of 
the District Court were asked to 
perform an autopsy to determine 
Whether the old man had met with 
foul play. Little but the skeleton 
remained when the coffin was opened. 

"The experts detached the head and 
hands, sewed them up in a clean 
white’ cloth, and placed the parcel 
in a large pot of water, to. which 
had’ been added about a quart of 
yellow Chinese wine, some mille’, 
‘and a dash of vinegar. ‘The water 
was boiled for two hours. After 
being removed from the "boiling 











water, the parcel was subjected to a 


weeret process, then placed on 
Slatted ‘bamboo box tray above ai 
other pot of boiling water. to whict

CONSERVANCY WORK 
IN HWAI BASIN 


‘Two New Locks for the 
Grand Canal 
‘Prost Oc Own Conmesronoext 


Sutsien, Ku, May 16. 

Fer several years past, the Chinese 
Government has had a force of en- 
ineers at work on plans for drain- 
ng the Hwai River Basin, controlling | 
flood waters, improving the naviga- 
tion facilities of the Grand Csnal, 
‘ele. For some months past, 
numbers of men have been 
in connection with various phases of 
‘this project. It is reported that about 
120,000 men are working In the Old 
Yellow River Bed, betweea Tsing- 
Kiangpu and the sea, making a deep- 
‘er and. straighter channel to take 
care of the water in time of flood. 
‘The Hwal River Basin is connected 
with the Old Yellow. River bed a 
hort distance above Tsingk:angpu. 

‘Two locks are being constructed in 

‘one just above 
‘Tsingkiangpu and the other at Liu 
Lao Chien, 17 miles below Sutsien. 
A’ third lock is being planned for 
the Grand Canal, above the point 
where the Lunghai Railway crosses 
the canal, near the border between 
Kiangsu and Shantung. v 

‘These three locks are vo facilitate 
navigation in the canal, besides help- 
Ing to control floods. Above the Liu 
Lao Chien lock, a water gate is to 
be constructed in the east bank of 
‘the Grand Canal, to turn water out 
‘of the Grand Canal into the Lutang- 
hho, which makes its way across coun- 
try and enters the sea near flaichow. 
Orders have been issued for deepen- 
ing the Lutangho, 20 that it can 
handle its share of the flood waters. 

‘Work began on the Liu Lao Chien’ 
Jock In August, 1934, and the original 
pla. was to complete it in August, 
1995, but if now appears doubtful 
wheiher this cam be accomplished so 
soon. Unexpected difficulty has been 
encountered in driving the piles. 

‘The lock is belng constructed in a 
new section of the canal, beside the 
present Grand Canal. Thus she work 
{s being done on dry land, and the 
resent canal ig not being interrupted. 
When the lock 1s completed, 
water wilt be turned Into The nev 
channel, which is only a few miles 
long. 

‘The machinery being used in the 
construction af this lock is thorough 
ly up to date; and the work is being 
done in ‘a scientific manner, under 
the supervision of a Chinese en 
sineer, Mr. Ko. 


Good Engineering Feat 

Mere than 1,000 piles are being 
driven, These are of different lengths, 
the longest being about 65 feet. The 
piles are of Oregon pine, some of 
them are more than eighteen inches, 
Jsome nearly two feet, in diameter at 
‘he large end. In order to be driven, 
they must be very nearly straight. 
Each one has a steel point at the 
lower end, and of course a steel 
ring is used at the upper end. ‘The 
pile driving hammers are in two 
sizes, weighing three tons and four 
tons. ‘These hammers are huisted by 
engines, and dropped from a height 
of five or six ft. When the 65 foot 
piles approach their full depth, 
tach blow of the hammer lowers the 
pile only about one fourth of an 
Inch. this will give some idea of th: 
hardness of the earth, and the con- 
Sequent firmness and durability of 
the foundation. 

‘The construction also includes rows 
of steel plates, 65 ft. long, crimped. 
together af the edges and driven into, 
the ground to form solid walls, to 
prevent the water from undermining 
the foundation. Of course, these 
walls will be 65 feet deep, so there 
fs no danger of their being under- 
mined by crawfish or muskrats. To 
4 layman, such elaborate foundations 

14 precautions might seem almost’ 
[superfluous, but the engineers are 
taking no tisks, and leaving nothing. 
to luck. 

‘The length of the lock, from gate 
gate, will about 325 ft" The gates 
are to be 30 ft. wide, and the rise 
and fall of water will be 20 ft. 
(Quite a number of ordinary cana! 
oats can pass through at ene time, 
‘and the engineer in charge states 

the manipulation of the lock 
be very rapid. 
A visitor to the scene of operations 
cannot fail to be impressed by the 
thoroughness of the work. Regardless 
of trouble or expense, the entire 
structure will be as solid and as 
nearly permanent as possible. ‘This 
Tock should prove worthy of the best 
traditions of China's drainage en- 
gineers, who for more than 4,000 
years ave maintained such a high 
Foputation for efficiency, and for the 
durability of the constuction whic 
they have accomplished,

In the interviews. given there was! 
no mention of possibility of inviting 
foreign capital to participate in Man- 
choukuo, from which it might be a- 
sumed that any such capital would 
‘be loaned to Japanese banks who in 
their turn would invest it in Man- 
‘choukuo. That there must be great 
development throughout the whole of 
North Manchuria goes without say- 
ing, but whether foreigners and for- 
eign capital will be able to participate 
{is as yet a moot question. At present 
order is being restored and when 
that is concluded, it will be possibte 
for foreigners to take up the matter 
of investing capital in industrial and 
commercial concerns. As Man- 
choukuo is unrecognized by almost 
all the Great Powers. the only way. 
of investing capital in the country is 
through Japanese banks and firms.

Ming Hwa Commercial and 
Savings Bank 


‘The Ming Hwa Commercial and 
Savings Bank, 380 Peking Road, 
‘corner jof Honan Road, suspended 
Dusiness’ on Friday following 
closure of its branches in Tsing 
‘ientsin, and Peiping. Mr. Tung 
Ming-hul, Chairman of the Board of 
Directors and Mr. Chang Chun, 
General Manager, lett for Tsingtao 
‘goon as news reached here that there 
hhad been a run on three native banks 
there, one of which was the Ming 
Hwa branch. Despite their efforts, 
the branch bank was forced to close. 
The Tientsin and Peiping branches 
closed subsequently. 

‘According to a Chinese report, the 
capital of the bapk is. $5,000,000, of 
‘which $2,750,000 ‘has been paid ‘up. 
‘The total’ amount of deposite in the 
savings department is. $900,000. ‘The 
bank was first established in 1921 
‘at Peiping and was removed to 
Shanghai later. 

‘An emergency meeting will be 
held on June 9 by the shareholders 
of the Ming Hwa Commercial ‘and 
Savings Bank, 330 Peking Road. 

‘According to a Chinese telegram 
from ‘Tsingtao, more than 1,000 de- 
positors of the branch bank there 
surrounded Admiral Shen Hung-lich, 
the Mayor, in front of the City 
Government building, last Friday 
‘morning.

MARSEILLES CRIME 
SUSPECT HERE 


Yugoslav Seaman Wanted 
for King’s Murder 


Reported by three shipmates to 
have. admitted participation in. the 
assassination of King Alexander of 
‘Yugotlavia and M. Louis  Barthou, 
the French Foreign Minister, at 
Marseilles “last October, ‘Michael 
Abranovich, a Yugoslav seaman, was 
being held by the Settlement Police 
fon Thursday. ‘The man, who is also 
known as” Michkos, arrived fhere 
[recently from Japan, where he had 
been paid off ‘as a member of the 
crew of the #8, Caleut, a ship sold 
to serappers in Kobe.’ He was in- 
volved in @ brawl with a former 
[shipmate in Hongkew on May 19, 
arrested, and fined $30 the following 
day, with the alternative of serving 
4 gaol sentence of fifteen days, 

It was while the ss. Calcut was in 
Jan, African port, “en route from 
‘Antwerp to the Orient, that the seeds 
of discord which resulted in the 
brawl were sown. “Throughout the 
rest of the voyage, bad blood existed 
between Abranovich and other mem- 
bers of the erew, and several quar 
rels took place on board. ‘The matter 
finally came to a head on the 10th in 
‘Broadway and Abranovich was. ar- 
rested for assaulting a former ship- 
mate, 





Accused by Shipmates 

‘A day or so later, three other ex- 
members of the Calcut's erew—two 
Greeks "and a” Pole—communicatod 
with the French Municipal Police, 
accusing Abranovich of having ad- 
‘mitted complicity in the Marseilles 
assassinations. Once during the trip, 
they sald, the Yugoslav sailor, while 
under the influence of - alcohol. 
described himself ag a terrorist and 
boasted of being a member of the 
‘gang who plotted and brought about 
the deaths of King Alexander and M, 
Barthou, 

‘The French Police communicated 
this information to the French 
Consular Court and the statements of 
the three sallors were taken down 
vetore M. d'Hooghe, the Presiding 
Judge, ‘The French Court then 
‘applied to the Settlement authorities 
for the handing over of Abranovieh 
for questioning. 


Writ of Detenti 

On ‘Thursday, on the application of 
the ‘Shanghai Municipal Police, ‘the 
First Special Disiriot Court Issued 
‘writ of detention against Abranovich 
2s suspected of having participated 
in the Marseilles murders, ‘The 
prisoner, questioned by the Chinese 
Judge, however, denied having taken 
part ir the assassinations, 

‘The arrest of Abranovich, last 
| Sunday afternoon, was made on the 
complaint of Zeller, a German sea- 
man, who alleged that, while he and 
a friend were walking along Broad- 
way at 640 pam. that day, Abranovieh, 
with “another foreigmer who. was 
armed with a Knife, came from be- 
hind and attacked ‘him, and, ag 0 
result, he was injured in the head, 
Before the Chinese court last Mon- 
day. Abranovich was found guilty 
and. fined $80, with the alternative 
of serving a detention ‘term at. the 
rate of $2 a day. 

It_was. revealed then that, al- 
‘though Abranovich claims» Yugo: 
slay “nationality, he entered Kobe 
with “a German passport. He and 
other members of the erew ate eald 
to have come into contact with the 
Kobe police over non-payment of 
hotel bill there snd the Germa 
Consul at Kobe took Abranovich' 
Passport away from him.

‘Mr. G. W. Philleo presided and was 
ablo to ‘reinforce Mr. Wells's tribute 
by eliciting from a visiting Rotarian, 
Mr, Herbert Harris, of California, @ 
fervent commendation of the address 
fas on illustration of the benefits per- 
formed by Rotary in furthering in- 
ternational understanding and remov- 
ing suspicion and national jealousy. 
Mr, ‘Strickland’s elaboration of the 
picture of the Chinese farmer parti- 
ularly struck the imagination of the 
audience. ‘The Chinese farmer pos- 
sessed thrift, personal integrity, and 
a skill in cultivation which’ Mr. 
Strickland had seen. in no. other 
eountry In the world. Contrary fo 
the popular opinion, the Chinese 
farmer was not heavily in debt. For 
instance, the rate of interest for short 
term money to poor persons in the 
ty of Liverpool was 1,483 
inst that 200 per cent. 











But the farmer wanted gui 
regard to his co-operative opei 
He often wanted money, and hi 
‘wanted security so that the results 
of his thrift could be put in a safe 
place. It was fo fulfil these needs 
that co-operative societies had been 

arted. ‘There were already 15,000 
of them. ‘They were orgauized in 
all sorts of ways. Some organizers 
were good, others were—and here Mr. 
Strickland made a discreet pause— 
enthusiastic, ‘The danger lay in ate 
tempting to go too fast, for everybody 
seemed anxious to start co-operative 
societies without having necessarily

"The farmer had one advantage in 
China which few farmers elsewhere 
possessed. Whereas in otlier parts 
of the world it was only with the 
lutmost pepsuasion that banks could 
‘to lend money on agricul- 
rity, the commercial banks 
in China were extraordinarily open- 
handed and had already given great 
‘assistance to co-operative societies. 
‘The Village System 


‘The essence of a co-operative s0- 
elety lay in its foundation on a 
village system. “In China there was 
comparatively little government in- 
tervention In the affairs of the vile 
ages. Consequently the Chineso 
village still possessed a capacity for 
looking after its own affairs and 
developing a corporate unity which 
saw fair play between its different 

bers. In only one case had Mr. 
Strickland come acrass an embezzle- 
ment of the funds of a co-operative 
society and that was by a man who 
was too strong to be touched and 
Who should never have been allowed 
to enter the society. ‘The principle 
of co-operation, reduced to its sim- 
plest terms, was the association of 
group of farmers who decided to pool 
their resources for certain definite 
common ends such as the rnarketing 
‘of their goods, the loan of money, 
the purchase of stores or other ma- 
terial at reasonable prices. 

‘There was no reason why members 
‘of the co-operative societies should 
be literate so long as the organiza- 
tion was Kept in the simplest possible 
for. A mistake would be made if 
single society were formed to 
achleve several different objacts. Tt 
tended to throw the power into the 
hands of literate men, who would not 
necessarily be experienced or com- 
mand the contdence of thelr neigh- 

A law had been framed to deal 
with co-operative societies in China 
and it would probably shortly be 
promulgated. Tt was a good thing 
{fo have that law on the statute book, 
and in due course experience would 
show where it was in need of amend- 
ment. But Mr. Strickland depre- 
ated an attack on the problem by 
building trom above. Tt was essential 
to begin by encouraging the spirit of 
solf-help, free from compulsion, so 
‘that the’ movement could be broad- 
based on the voluntary organizations 
of groups of farmers, frst in the

and advice in the form of men trained 
jin the principles of co-operative 
jenterprise, graduates with a know- 
ledge of” rural economics anda 
readiness to rough it with the farmers 
Jon the Iand. 
Fragmentary Holdings 

‘One of the difficulties with which 
co-operation might well deal was th: 
fragmentation of holdings. In Chins 
it happened that a farmer might 
possess odd plots of land on every 
side of the village. This was un- 
jeconcmic and greatly complicated the 
problem of cultivating and marketing. 
By consolidation of these holdings 
either by compulsion, as has been 
japplied in Europe, or by voluntary 
agreement through the influence of 
[the co-operative societies az in one 
}part of India; the farmer would be 
helped to get rid of that difficulty. 

‘There was a great future Lefore co- 
operation in China, provided  en- 
thuslasm did not try to go too fast 
Jwithout requisite “experience and 
training. The Chinese farmer, ex- 
Jcelient cultivator ‘as he was, with 
admirable gifts of organization and 
Jcombination, was handicapped by 
funeven taxation, unfair treatment by 
the landlords, and by the prevalence 
fof banditry.” ‘The Commiinists had 
Jsucceeded in certain provinces be- 
cause they, at any rate, had led to 
]do away with the evils of oppressive 
landiords and uneven taxation. But 
{n other respects thelr methods were 
unsatisfactory. 

He did not think that Communism 
}was a suitable doctrine for China. 
|AS the same time, he would be sorry 
to see China adopting some of the 
more grievous errors of capitalism, 
Jand if he were attempting to. prescribe 
for this country, he would recommend 
‘a system of capitalism controlled by 

‘operative organization which en- 

roured to ensure for each indivi 
dual a fair return for his labour and 
‘enabled the farmers by uniting in 
roups to got in direct touch with 
the big mills and the big exporters 
without the intervention of numerous 
agents who were wasteful in. thele 
competitive activities. 

India Not a Mode! 


He wished to make it pertectiy 
cleat that although he had had long 
fexperience in India and occasionally 
mentioned. ndl's activites in. co- 
operation, he was not for one moment 
Sugseating. that the’ Indian aystem 
should be applied to China.” He 
‘nought that China should be able to 
cect from ‘all countries the methods 
best suited to ther needs, He co 
sidered the Chinese farmer was far 
Superior to the Indian farmer, but 
the latter’ had certain advantages 
‘wnien’ the Chinese farmer. did. hot 
Altogether” possess, ‘They hada co

social work in behalf of boys born 
poor like himself. And although Don 
[Bosco died only 47 years ago, mem- 
bers of the order which he founded 
[began to arrive in China 29. years 
fago and, among other foundatio 
have two establishments in Shanghal. 
His name was inscribed on the roll 
lot saints last year. 

‘A three days’ observance opened 
lon Friday evening at the Church of 
the Sacred Heart, Nanzing Road, 
when the Rosary was recited and the 
Very Rev. W. McGoldrick spoke on 
The Spirit of Don Bosco.” After 
the sermon the Very Rev. ¥. Henry, 
}SJ., Rector of Siccawel, officiated at 
Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament, 

‘The Salesians arrived in China in 
1906 and founded an orphanage at 
JMacao. Their first superior, Father 
Versigiia, was murdered by’ bandits 
recently in Northern Kuangtung 
jwhile serving as Vicar Apostolic. 
[The order came to Shanghai in 1924 
Jand conducted a school in connec- 
tion with St. Joseph's Hospice, Nan- 
tao, until driven out in 1927. Shortly. 
afterwards they founded a school in 
the Settlement. 


In August, 1933, they started an 
Jorphanage in Nantao and the next 
year a primary day school in Yang- 
iszepoo..

London, May 20.

Mr. ©. V. Starr Explains the 
Asia Life Position 


Questioned on Saturday regarding

short-term unsecured ‘money and 
lacing it in fixed. investments.” 

Mr. Starr continued: 

“I am glad of an opportunity to 
‘make our position quite clear. First 
of all, the Underwriters Savings Bank 
has no connection with the Raven 
interests and never has had. To a 
large degree it is a competing orgon- 
zation, shough its character is differ- 
‘ent in that it is exclusively a savings 
bank and does no general. banking, 
business, For the past couple of 
‘years, due 5 business conditions, the 
‘Underwriters Savings Bank has made 
‘a practice of keeping a strong cash 
osition. During the past few months 
“=a period of increasing financial 
stringeney—this position “hasbeen 
further fortified in anticipation that 
people might be forced to draw upon 
their savings. 
































Assistance Not Needed 


“The Underwriters Savings Bana 
has been endorsed asa savings 
institution by the larger banks, and 
the National City Bank of New York 
in particular “has for a long time 
bbeen especially well acquainted with 
its work and exact position. As a 
result, assistance was promplly offer- 
ed by these banks, but, while such 
offers naturally are greally appre. 
ciated, it is even more. satisfactory 
‘ot to need the assistance.

“It Is the case for the prosecution, 
proceeded the Crown Advocate, “hat

ON ANNIVERSARIES 
By Turasvitus 


‘There are certain friends of ours 
who when In search of an excuse 
for a celebration of some sort or 
other,—generally the other, — 
solemnly enter into session for the 
purpose of remembering the battle 
of Talavera. Why they chose that 
particular action, save that it was 
a British victory, it is diMeult to 
discover, for they maintain a dis 
creet silence as to the reasons of 
their choice, and as the celebration 
progresses ‘are increasingly less 
able to give any explanation at all. 
Indeed we are at a loss to explain 
why mention of this engagement 
should open consideration of the 
subject of this article, for it has 
no relation whatsoever to this day 
and the week which it commences. 
For the battle of Talavera was 
fought on July 27 and 28, 1809 
between the Duke of Wellington 2 
co-operation with the Spaniards 
against. the French who were 
obliged to retire on Madrid. From 
which it is to be deduced that the 
celebrants are of British nationality 
with a deep and reverent knowledge 
of English history and a very 
proper appreciation of those great 
events which have led to the 
establishment of the Empire. 
‘Unllike the camel who decides to 
dle by the wayside, simply because 
it happens to be ‘Thursday, they 
have to find some proper reason 
for adequate observance, and 
though the day may not be an an- 
niversary a celebration has to be 
observed, and as all good souls 
know a celebration without a 
reason is very much like an egg 
without salt, “So, be the day what 
it may, there is ‘always the battle 
of Talavera to fall back upon,— 
like the French did upon Madrid, 


But this week is full of a number 
of anniversaries. For instance to- 
day is the birthday of H, M. Queen 
Mary, but so much has been writ 
ten about her and her noble 
husband, that passing reference 
will prove sufficient, though with 
the added hope that she may live 
Tong to enjoy many more such an~ 
niversaries rich in the knowledge 
ff the esteem and affection which 
she and the King are held by their 
loyal subjects. 

Monday, two hundred and fitty- 
six years ago, saw the passage of 
the Habeas Corpus Act, of which 
Dicey in his “Law of the Constitu- 
tion” remarked that it declared no 
prineiples and defined no rights, 
Dut was for practical purposes 
worth a hundred articles guarantoe~ 
ing constitutional Uberty. Writs 
of habeas corpus were known long| 
hefore the passage of the Act, and 
there are cases extant where’ they 
issued before the | Magna 
but this remedy for the 
violation of personal liberty aid not 
become specifically covered by 
legislation until after a number of 
historical events which made its 
passage at least necessary, if not 
8 foregone conclusion. What had 
really happened was that during 
the reign of Charles 11, who way 
not always as careful as he might 
hhave been of the constitutional rights 
of his subjects, Lord Clarendon 
dad been throwing his weight about, 
causing people to be imprisoned 
‘against the law and actually having 
them conveyed in custody to places 
outside England. Added to that 
Lord Chancellor Nottingham had 
refused to issue a writ of habeas 
corpus in the case of one Jenkes 
who had been committed to jail by 
the King for a speech which the 
unfortunate man had delivered at! 
Guildhall, and could get neither! 
trial nor bail. Between 1668 and 
1675 a series of Bills had been in- 
troduced into Parliament to remedy 
the existing state of affairs. ‘They 
‘would pass the Commons, only to 
be rejected by the Lords. 

Lord Shaftesbury in 1679 under- 
took the piloting of the proposed 
‘Act through the Upper Chamber 
and secured its passage by a piece 
ot arithmetical legerdemain in 
which one stout peer was counted 
as ten in favour of the Bill. 
Whether Shaftesbury did this him 
self oF not is not known, but the 


were 








fact is on record that for the 
purpose of the Habeas Corpus Act 
the vote of one peer was as the 
vote of ten because his frame was 
fat, 

‘The Bill had already passed 
both Houses and was awaiting Royal 
Assent, when Charles, who was 
considerably peeved by the popular 
insistence upon passage of the Ex- 
‘clusion Bill, dropped into the 
Houses of Parliamerft and pro- 
iogued them. But Habeas Corpus 
was awaiting Assent. Charles 
would gladly have withheld it, but 
‘as he was about to appeal from his 
Parliament to his people on the 
question of the Succession and 
could not venture at such a eritical 
time (0 reject a measure which was 
n the highest degree popular, he 
grudgingly — signed along the 
equivalent of the modern dotted line 
and British liberties were greatly 
reinforced. 

To some people the only at- 
tractive thing about Charles II was 
Nell Gwynne but to the journalist 
this day in Charles's life has about 
it something to be remembered. 
‘The English press on that same day 
obtained 2 certain amount of 
freedom. There are some who 
aver that the Press has never been 
free, and others who allege that its 
Mberty needs very careful pruning, 
but, be that as it may, on May 26, 
1679, the press of Britain was 
emancipated. even though it were 
only for a short time. 

Printers in old times had been 
strictly controlled by the Star 
‘Chamber and at times its hand was 
heavy. ‘The Long Parliament had 
abolished it, but had, in spite of 
the philosophical and ‘eloquent ex- 
postulation of Milton in his 
“Areopagitica,” established and 
maintained a censorship,—we don't 
‘seem to have improved much since 
then, do we? Soon after the 
Restoration, an act had been passed 
prohibiting the publication of un~ 
Hicenced books, and it had been 
provided that the measure should 
remain in force until the end of 
the first session of the next 








arrived, and Charles by dismissing 
Parliament had emancipated the 
Press. Freedom was a heady wine 
and he Tories in the time of Queen 
Anne became very severe and 
clamped some of the old shackles 
on the press, but Charles unwit- 
tingly had given the movement its 
first victory and made this day 
‘one continually to be remembered. 
‘Then Tuesday takes us back to| 
the dear old Talavera days by re~ 
mindng us that the Ionian Islands| 
were annexed to Greece on May 
28, 1864. ‘They had been the re- 
public of the Seven United Islands 
in 1800, paying a moderate tribute 
to the’ Porte, with independence 
guaranteed by Turkey and Russia. 
Seven years later France captured 
them and the same year» Russia 
ceded them to the captors by a 
secret treaty. Two years later, the: 
same year as Talavera, if ' you 
please, British troops happened 
slong and the islands duly sur- 
rendered. It was a habit of the 
British in those days to drift round 
picking up all sorts of unconsidered 
frifles, but though, as Queen 
Victoria remarked about Heligo- 
land “It is always difficult to give 
up what you have already got,” by 
a treaty between Britain ' and 
Russia_an independent republic, 
the Septinsular Republic was 
formed under British protection. 
In 1863 the legislative assembly at 
Corfu petitioned the Lord High 
Commissioner in favour of union 
with Greece, and the next year on 
May 28 the same was carried into 
effect and the last detachment of 
British troops withdrawn, 

‘Wednesday brings us back to the|

Rare, Lick & Miszony Being 2 Study in 
‘Biography, which, alter Twelve 
Preliminary Chapters Indispensable 
for the Preparation of the 
Reader, Deals ‘with the Lite # 
tory of Typhus Fever—By Hans 
Binases. Routledge, London. 10/6 

In many ways this is an extremely 
fascinating and interesting book. At 
‘the same time, when going through 
It the reviewer could not help 
thinking, not without a certain 
amount of envy, of a plan adopted by 
a publisher in tegard to his mystery 
Stories, whereby he sealed some 5 
Dages-about one-third of the way 
through the book—and Invited the 
reader if no longer Interested to re- 
turn the book to the publisher with. 
out breaking the seal. 

Tt seems to me that if the publisher 
of this book had enclosed in a similar. 
8 great part of the introductory 
portion. of ‘the book, which is full 
Ro doubt of intensely amusing hits. 
at ‘various American and other 
sociological writers, and allowed peo- 
ple interested in say—the history of 
Typhus—to get get on with thelr sub 
Jeet, the book would be immensely 
improved. 

‘On the other hand it would appear 
from the publisher's description thot 
this somewhat prolonged, and trom 
the reviewer's point of view some- 
what laboured “humour, makes. the 
book of sreater interest to 
public. This, however, is very ques- 
tionable. It’seems to the reviewer

may “now be inclined to wonder 
whether the absence of plague from 
Shanghai and other places ‘may 
ie in the contentment of the local 
rrat in the midst of plenty rather than 
the unusual distribution of the fleas 
which infest it, which is commonly 
regarded as one of the contributory 
causes. In addition one might be in- 
clined to wonder if so-called 
ratproofed houses, were it possible to 
make them really efficient, might not 
produce a roving type of rat and 
hence a return of plague. 

Returning hewever to the main 
thesis of the book, one is a little suz- 
prised to note the attention given to 
Yyphus to the exclusion of typ! 
dysentery and certain other diseases 
Its true they are mentioned casually. 
from time to time, as being related to 
the author's hero, namely, the Tybus 
germ, but from the prominence given 
fo them one would imagine that in the 
author's estimation they are purely. 
secondary. On the other hand, ex- 
erlence of modern wars—where for 
the matter of that rats and lice were 
not ‘conspicuous by thelr absence— 
would seem to show that in certain 
areas the chief scourges of armies in 
the fold are thie intestinal disorders. 

‘Whilst the description of the plagues 
which sttacked the Crusaders. is 
‘necessarily a little vague, one would 
have thought that it was a fair as- 
sumption to make that soldiers re

Irritating habit of wandering along 
‘moralizing  by-paths. Tt would |e 
much Improved by an index, however 
small, "since owing to. the 
style adopted it is not. book which 
can be rend comfortably at a sittine. 
hor does its table of contents give 
‘2 sufficient hint as to the actual con- 
tent of the chapters. 

Hence the suggestion made both by 
the reviewer, and to some extent the 
duthor, that’ this is a” biographical 
harrative on the lines of Tristram 
Shandy might, T think, have been 
usefully followed in getting out the 
table of contents, since it will be re 
membered in books of that era, if not 
‘in Tristram Shandy itself, the chap- 
tor of contents consisted largely. of 
descriptive paragraphs under the 
chapter “heads, which enabfed the 
reader to trace the particular incid- 
ent he wished to re-read—s.n3.
